Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-33 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: a thin film magnetic memory device comprising: a plurality of source lines, 
among others as claimed in independent claim 27, provided corresponding to a plurality of data 
lines and electrically coupled to a corresponding one of the plurality of data lines through a 
selected one of the memory cells in a corresponding fixed grouping in a data read operation; a 
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plurality of first data line selection portions, among others as claimed in independent claim 28, 
electrically disconnects a selected first data line of the plurality of data lines from a 
predetermined voltage in a data read operation; a plurality of source line selection portions, 
among others as claimed in independent claim 31, electrically connects a selected source line 
corresponding to a selected one of the plurality of first data lines to a second voltage different 
from a first voltage in the read operation.
